WASHINGTON, July 19 — 
The Senate overwhelmingly 
passed a Pentagon reorgani- 
zation bill last night giving 
President Eisenhower many 
but not all of the changes he 
had requested. 

The measure, facing no op- 
position and stirring none of 
the controversy that marked 
its passage through the House 
last month, was passed 80 to 0. 

Of three critical changes 
sought by the President, only 
one was fully granted by the 
Senate. 

This was a provision’ that 
would increase the Secretary 
of Defense’s administrative 
alithority over the individual, 
services.’ . 

Two Other Proposals. 
-The two other changes 
sought by the White Hduse 
would have abolished the indi- 
vidual services’ right to make 
complaints to Congress on 
their own initiative and curb 
Congress’s pdéwer to prevent 
merger, transfer or abolition 
of traditional service func- 
tions. 

The Administration has indi- 
cated that it regards the Senate 
bill as an acceptable substitute 
for the more sweeping meas- 
ure it had sent to Congress in 
March. Differences between 
the House and Senate versions 
must still be ironed out in 
conference between the two 
bodies, and further changes 
are possible. 

Senator Richard B. Russell 
of Georgia, Democratic chair- 
man of the Armed Services 
Committee, assured the Senate 
that the continued existence of 
the National Guard and the*% 
Marine Corps is fully guaran- 
teed under the bill.

* basic feature of both is the pro- 
tection of life and property. 

Proper and efficient operation 
of the Fire and Building depart- 
ments can only be achieved by 
administrative unity. Mr. Gregory 
refers to the building code in con- 
unction with the duties of the 

re Marshal, and Acting Fire 
Chief Sauerwein gives credit to 
building code enforcement as one 
of the principal factors in the de- 
partment's successful operation 
and splendid safety record. 

Splitting up the Department of 

& Public Safety, in my opinion, will 
increase cost, reduce efficiency,

Company Footnote 


All this talk about the limiting 
effect of St. Louis’ boundaries— 
and the shrinking population of 
the city—recalls that almost 50 
years ago, Albert von Hoffmann, 
founder of Von Hoffmann Press 
of St. Louis, was conducting his 
own publicity campaign to make 
St. Louls grow.

This testimony hardly excuses Mr. Gold- 
fine’s relations with Sherman Adams 
the Eisenhower Administration. What it does 
do is to call attention to the witness’s own 
long and extensive record of mixing business 
with politics, of giving and seeking favors. 

The witness told House investigators he 
had enlisted the help of John R. Steelman, 
chief assistant to former President Truman, 
in order to get an RFC loan. “The resulis 
were very good,” Mr. Goldfine added. 

In actual fact Mr. Goldfine enlisted all 
kinds of help in trying to get a Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation loan of $12,000,000 
to build a garage under Boston Common, and 
he did not get the loan. Aside from spending 
much time with Dr. Steelman, in 1950 he led 
a delegation to the White House that in- 
cluded Congressman John McCormack, Gov. 
Paul Dever and Secretary of Labor Maurice 
Tobin, all of Massachusetts, and Mayor John 
Hynes of Boston. But the RFC, then under 
investigation, would not relax its rules re- 
quiring collateral. There was no deal, though 
not for lack of influence. 

Mr. Goldfine’s list of highly-placed friends 
could run on and on. For example, when 
his East Boston Co. got into trouble with 
the Securities and Exchange Commission in 
1956, Senator Norris Cotton arranged a meet- 
ing with the SEC’s general counsel in the 
office of his New Hampshire colleague, Sen- 
ator Styles Bridges—and Senator Fred Payne 
of Maine also was present. 

The witness already has conceded that he 
paid hotel bills in the amount of $675 for 
Senator Payne, $340 for Senator Cotton and 
$182 for Senator Bridges. In addition, Time 
magazine reports that Senator Payne con- 
ceded that Goldfine advanced him $3500 for 
partial down-payment on the Senator’s $22,000 
Maryland home in 1952. The loan has not 
been repaid. 

As Mr. Goldfine said at one point, “I met 
quite a few Senators in hotels in my days.” He 
could have added that he met Senators in 
many places, and also met Governors, Con- 
gressmen and White House assistants when 
that suited him. 

If the question still arises as to why a 
House committee studying influences on fed- 
eral regulatory agencies would spend so much 
time on a solitary New England business- 
man, the begrudgingly unfolded record of 
Mr. Goldfine ought to provide an answer. He 
was in repeated difficulty with federal agen- 
cies and used any official source he could 
muster to reach them. Bernard Goldfine is 
anything but a martyr on the cross of con- 
gressional investigation. ; 


A Long, Long Study 

Gov, Blair says he has been bombarded 
with requests from labor unions and citizens 
to- call a special session of the Legislature to 
extend unemployment benefits. “I am still 
studying the situation,” the Governor says. 

Gov. Blair has been studying the situation 
for a month and a half. 

Missouri already lags behind 20 other states 
which acted to help their jobless who have 
exhausted insurance. These 20 states re- 
sponded to the Fedéral Government’s new 
extended benefits program within one month 
after it was passed. And since then, employ- 
ment prospects have not materially improved. 
The House Appropriations Committee has just 
reported official estimates that unemploy- 
ment may be greater in 1959 than in 1958. 

Gov. Blair and Attorney General Dalton are 
said to believe that Missouri law must. be. 
changed to extend payments 13 weeks be- 
yond the present 26-week period. If so, a 
special session would be necessary. But Con- 
gress wrote the new extension act so that 
the states would not necessarily have to 
change their own laws. 

Under the federal act, a state can serve as 
agent for the Federal Government, using fed- 
eral funds to pay extended jobless benefits, 
and the Government later may collect the 
funds advanced by increasing its portion of 
the employer tax which supports the insur- 
ance program. Fifteen. states have accepted 
this plan. Five others, including Illinois, 
amended their laws to pay benefits from their 
own insurance reserves. 

The question for Missouri is which pattern 
to follow in aiding its jobless.. If Missouri 
cannot act in the simple way 15 other states 
have’ acted, Gov. Blair should convincingly 
explain why not. 


Not According to Whim 


The State Department wants Congress to 
give it broad powers to withhold passports 
from United States citizens. Just before leav- 
ing for Beirut, Robert D. Murphy told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee on the 
Department's behalf that such a law is neces- 
sary because the Supreme Court has made it 
impossible to prevent the travel of Com- 
munist agents to the nation’s detriment. 

In sending this travel-restriction measure 
to Congress on July 8, President Eisenhower 
also said it is necessary “to prevent Ameri- 
cans from using passports . . . where their 
presence would conflict with our foreign poli- 
cy objectives.” This sounds more like an 
effort to justify, say, the denial of passports 
to American correspondents desiring to go to 
China than it does like an effort to catch 
spies. 

he a matter of fact, the Supreme Court has 
not taken all control over passports from the 
Department. It merely held that Congress had 
not authorized restrictions on travel because 
of an individual's beliefs and associations. 
Said the Court: “We must remember that we 
are dealing here with citizens who have 
neither been accused of crimes nor found 
guilty.” It still is perfectly legal to hold 
opinions at variance with those of the Secre- 
tary of State and to be critical of the policies 
of the Government. And Congress hardly 
can make this illegal without getting rid of 


- 


wise failed to muster enough votes. 


What next? The American delegation’s 
request for an emergency session of the Gen- 


eral bly is heartening, but it would be 
doubly so if the United States would an- 
nounce that it would abide by the collective 
judgment of a preponderance of Assembly 
members as to what steps should be taken. 


The danger is that the Assembly, like the 
Security Couneil, will be able to reach no 
firm decision.’ Substantive recommendations 
must be passed by a two-thirds vote. So it 
is possible that any American proposal could 
be defeated by a minority representing the 
Communist and Arab blocs, while any Arab 
or Communist proposal could be defeated by 
a minority representing the Western powers. 

Stalemate in the Assembly would be a 
tragedy for the future of the U.N. It might 
be averted if the United States would an- 
nounce that it will not stand on legal formali- 
ties, but conscientiously try to abide by the 
consensus of the Assembly’s membership. This 
would put American policy where it was in 
the Suez crisis—in step with a majority of 
U.N. opinion—and make clear to all the world 
that we respect the substance, not merely the 
forms, of international responsibility. 

Without U.N. action of some sort, the situ- 
tion in the Middle East will be profoundly un- 
satisfactory. Having evidently decidéd against 
trying to overthrow the Iraqi revolution, Brit- 
ain in Jordan and. the United States in Leba- 
non have no very clear mission for their 
troops. What is their objective? To occupy 
the country until all discontent with the ex- 
isting governments has disappeared? That 
could be a long time. P. 

As we have noted before, it may be harder 
to get the troops out of Lebanon and Jordan 
than to put them in. And every day that the 
occupation lasts is another day of growing 
hatred for the West among the Arab and 
Asian lands, of growing division in the West 
itself. The prospect is enough to warrant a 
major effort to transfer responsibility to the 
U.N. as rapidly as possible. 


W hat Toothpaste Can Do 


The complaints which spokesmen for the 
American Dental Association have made to 
Congress about misleading advertising claims 
for toothpastes are impressive. While claims 
have grown increasingly florid, the associa- 
tion says it is the brushing rather than the 
dentrifice that confers the benefit on the 
teeth. Meanwhile the ads contend that one 
brand or another prevents decay, makes 
teeth white and beautiful, stops bad breath. 

Vance Packard contributed some fascinat- 
ing facts to the folklore of tooth-brushing in 
“The Hidden-Persuaders.” This book is about 
motivational research, the new science of ad- 


vertising based on the premise that people~ 


don’t really know why they buy things. Most 
people, wrote Mr. Packard, would tell you 
the reason they brush their teeth is “to get 
particles of food out of the crevices and thus 
combat decay germs.” Yet the same most 
people brush their teeth once a day and pick 
out the worst possible time, from the point 
of view of their stated purpose, to do it: “Just 
before breakfast, after decay germs had. a 
whole night to work on their teeth from par- 
ticles left from supper—and just before the 
consumption of breakfast would bring in a 
new host of bacteria.” Mr. Packard says mo- 
tivational research shows most people brush 
their teeth primarily for “a taste sensation.” 

While motivational research seeks to ex- 
ploit the irrationalities of consumer buying, 
it is plainly to the interest of consumers to 
make their buying more rational wherever 
they can. No doubt a great many consumers 
‘would continue to buy toothpaste and apply 
it just before breakfast daily even if they 
knew that all they wanted was a taste sensa- 
tion and that they would be rendered no 
more healthy, beautiful or socially acceptable 
thereby. But at the very least they deserve 
protection from having their fears played on 
and from having false hopes aroused, as the 
Dental Association spokesmen suggest in their 
attack on reckless claims. 


Back to the Gasoline Tax 


The Aldermen seem to be within an eye- 
lash of finally raising the last $700,000 neces- 
sary to finance the record high municipal 
budget of $62,800,000. 

Everything seems to hinge on a bill to 
boost the 1'2-cent gasoline tax by seven- 
tenths of a cent. True, a similar measure 
was defeated last week, 10 to 15. And an ef- 
fort to reconsider that action was beaten on 
Monday by the lack of two votes. . But two 
Aldermen who were expected to support re- 
consideration were absent then, and now the 
proposal has aid from another quarter. 

Alderman Joseph Noel, Twenty-seventh 
Ward Democrat, has changed his mind and 
has introduced a new ine tax bill. This 


time the measure could pass, If so, it would 
eliminate any necessity for employing the . 
meat-ax method of across-the-board budget 
cuts. Alderman Noel says the bill will save 
the jobs of 200 city workers, which is an-

the United States has now destroyed 
its credit in most of the Mos 
world. The Arab friends that are 
left to America maintain regimes 
as doomed as was that of King 
Farouk. 


It is sad that within less than‘two 
years she has so rashly squandered 
the credit that she earned as the 
protector of Arabs against what they 
took to be imperialist aggression. 


The British Government is not 
yet involved in the Lebanese inter- 
vention except as an approving ally, 
but it has become physically involved 
in a parallel intervention in Jordan. 
That, too, would be legitimate but 
disastrous. Most of the objections to 
the American action apply there 
with equal force, except that there 
is no large Christian population to 
suffer from our clumsiness. 


If the idea is that we must show 
our friends that they can rely on 
our leaping to their aid, we have 
done it in a most unnerving way. 
Will any of our allies, after the past 
few weeks, feel increased confiden¢e 
in the steadiness of our head or evén 
the strength of our hand? Or’'will 
not most of them come to the con- 
clusion that Western policy in the 
Middle East has become lost in the 
desert, and that in default of any 
steady course we rush unthinkingly 
and noisily at mirages? rr
